tem today is this: 


A network of 27,000 miles of routes

of 175,000 miles every 24 hours, 


Five hundred planes run on fixed 


schedules, and 500 of the world's most 
^killed pilots sit at the wheels. Ev- 
ery year these planes 
cover more. 


than 40,000,000 miles, carry half a mil- 
lion passengers, and 8,000,000 pounds 
of mail, 


Total investments runs into nun- 


hundreds of millions. Last year the 
government paid out for this service 
a subsidy of 536,000,000. 


And on Monday, February 19, all 


this ceases. The army takes over the 
flying of the mail. A few of the pres- 
ent lines will continue carrying pas- 
sengers for a while. 
But they can't 


continue long without a postal sub- 
sidy. 


And thus, because of the crimes of 


a few, some 5000 people may lose their 
jobs; and, what is worse, their equity 
in what was to be a life work in 
aviation.

with an electric shock of horror, about 
10 at night, people heard the ominous 
cries of extras in the streets. 


Only a short time before, in Miami, 


President-elect Roosevelt had been 
riding through the streets in an open 
touring car after a brief speech of 
welcome at a waterfront park. 


Suddenly there was a disturbance in 


the crowd, and the sound of shots. 
Giuseppe Zangara frantically was fir- 
ing six bullets at the president-elect. 
Mrs. William F. Cross, spectator in 
the crowd, wrenched up his arm. 


The bullets went wildly in the gen- 


eral direction of the Roosevelt car, 
fatally wounding Mayor Anton Cer- 
mak of Chicago and four others in 
the crowd about Hoosevclt.

WASHINGTON-(/P)—The text of 


Postmaster Generii Farley's letter to 
Senator Black, chairman of the mail 
subsidy investigating committee, ex-

contracts, follows: 


"My dear Senator Black: 
"I have issued an order annulling: 


all domestic air mail contracts* and 
believing that your committee would 
be interested in knowing the reasons 
therefor I submit the following: 


"These contracts were annulled only , 


after a most thorough investigation 
covering a period of several months. 
Moreover, I had the benefit of the 
opinion of the solicitor for this depart- 
ment, which conclusions of law were 
personally examined and approved, 
by tlie attorney general, 


"I do not believe Congress intend- 


ed that the air 
mail appropriation 


should be expended for the benefit.-ofi 
a few favored corporations, 
which, 


could use the funds as the basis. of 
wild stock promotions resulting in 
profits of tens of millions of dollars; 
to promoters who invested little or no 
capital. Nor was it intended to be 
used by great corporations as a club 
to force competitors out of business 
and into bankruptcy. Nor should ap- 
propriations and contracts be given to 
a tew favored corporations by con- 
nivance and agreement. 


"At the time 
of passage of the 


Watres Act in 1930, there were many

A nous is not a home until it is 


planted tells the story of the kind of 
,cnplc who live within. 


Much c.'. the foundation of a house 


better implanted than to be cov- 


ered with the wrong kind of plants. 
The idea of planting a house is m>t 
to hide its foundation walls, but to 
make the house appear as if it grew 
out of the ground. 


U is better to plant only a part of 


the foundation and leave some of i< 
clear than to give the appearance that 
a piece of architecture is resting on 
a mass of foliage. 


Unfortunately, much of our archi- 


tecture is commonplace and similar to 
our neighbors'. By planting the sur- 


•outuUngs with taste nnd in a 
Icrcnt manner from everyone else's em 
the street, tho house, regardless 6f its 
looks, will take on individuality. 


Let us consider, for example, the 


typical American small house with a 
front porch raised several steps off 
the surrounding grade. Many own- 
ers of such homes make the mistake 
of planting a row of some dwnrf cv. 
orgrecns or low growing shrubs. The 
house becomes formal nnd monotonous 
to look at, nml tho planting serve no 
purpose. The planting usually rop- 
ios-enls tho fiardener ns one who nev- 
er raises his eyes very far off the 
grtund. 
He never sees his entire 


house, but just a blank sp:ice under 
the porch floor. 


There is little advancement in this 


sort of planting from the day when 
a row of ennnas nnd elephant cars 
constituted the last word in the right 
thinil to do. 


On the other hand, the same type of 


home can be made more beautiful by 
sensible planting. 


dlf- 
First, you can slart with a frame for 


the house by planting two trees. These 
will give shade and soften the out- 
linos. 


Next some vines for over the porch 


Such vines will take the place of 
awnings and give a pleasing effect, 


The shrubs should be varieties that 


will grow high enough 1° screen a 
person sitting on the porch. Keep the 
typo of plants simple and ones that 
will grow together 
to form 


mass of foliage, 


Flowering varieties lire of less im- 


portance in the front planting than in 
the garden. If you can have good 
ColiHKO plus bloom, then see that the 
bloom harmoiii7.es with the color of 
the house. 


Use white with red brick; r«;:l, pink 


or yellow with a white house. 


Study the type of house you live in. 


frame 'it first, thim plant shrubs in 
a simple way and the results will he 
effective.

course pursued was a part of the con- 
spiracy hereinafter mentioned. 
Ex- 


tensions of these contracts for a per- 
iod of 10 years, under the so-called 
"certificate" method, wore arbitrarily 
made by Pos-tmaster General Brown 
on May 3, 1930.''Then Postmaster Gen- 
eral Brown proceeded to build up, 
by so-called "extensions" of routes, 
part of the system of the United Air- 
craft and Transport Corporation, and 
the greater part of the American Air- 
ways and the Transcontinental and 
Western Air systems. This means, in 
simple terms, that if one of these 
companies had a contract for part of 
a through route, 
a transcontinental 


system could be built on that short 
line. To illustrate, if one had a route 
from Boston to New York, it could 
be extended from city to city until it 
reached the Pacific 
coast 
without 


competitive bidding. These great sys. 
terns were built in this manner. 


"1 am convinced that before any of 


the air mail contracts was awarded, 
those interested held meetings for the

contracts among themselves. Indeed,

had not been invited to attend were 
refused admission when they attempt- 
ed to gain entrance.

ences were held during May and June 
of 1930.

"The following are illustrations of 


the practices pursued by the con- 
tractors: 


It was agreed at the meeting term- 


inating June 4, 1930. that American 
Airways ;;hould have the Southern 
transcontinental route from Atlanta to 
Los Angeles. On August 23, 1930, two 
written contracts were executed in- 
volving this route. One was between 
American Airways and Erie P. Halli- 
burton, who controlled Southwest Ail- 
Fast Express Inc.. and who waj* not 
only present at the conference but 
was a bidder for the Southern route. 
American agreed 
with 
Halliburton 


that if the latter would join with an 
American subsidiary known as Rob- 
ertson Aircraft Corporation and make 
a bid on the Southern route, it would 
thcr. buy the rights acquired from the 
postmaster general and pay Hallibur- 
ton and his corporation $1,400,000. This 
was to be dene by the organization 
of a corporation to handle the transac- 
tion. 
The contract to purchase the 


Halliburton company was contingent 
upon tho company 
securing from 


Pcstmaster General Brown the con- 
tract to carry the mails from' Atlanta 
to Los Angeles. Postmaster General 
Brown awarded the contract as pre- 
arranged. 


"The other 
agreement, 
cxecvited 


simultaneously, was between the com- 
panies 
comprising 
Transcontinental 


and Western Air) was advertised for 
bids. There was one bid of 64 per cent 
of the maximum rates and the high 
bid of Arariscontinental and Western 
Air was 971/;; per cent of the maximum 
rate. 


"The contract was awarded, ap- 


parently without justification, to the 
high bidder, which has 
been paid 


from the starting date to November 
30, 1933, the Sum of ?7,578.G24.60. If it 
had been let to the low bidder, the 
amount paid would have been ?4,974,- 
68G.92. 
There has, therefore, been 


paid to the highest bidder during this 
period the sum of $2,603,937.68 more 
than would have been paid if the con- 
tract had been awarded to Ihc low 
bidder. 


"The contract in Route No. 32 from 


Passo to Spokane to Portland to Seat. 
tie. Wash., was awarded to Varney 
Air Lines Inc., owned by United Air- 
craft. on August 21, 1929, at a rate of 
nine cents per pound. This route was 
consolidated with another route of 
United Airlines July 1, 1930, at a rate 
of $2.43 per pound. If the mail had j 
been carried under the original con- 
tract the cost to the department would 
have been ?67,592.<12. The 
estimated 


amount paid subsequent to consolida- 
tion was §1,019,500.78, or an excess on 
this route -of the sum of $951.908..%'.

"There has been paid to air mail 


carriers for the fiscal year 1930, 1931. | 
1932. and up to December 31, 1933, more ; 
than $78,000,000. 
The air mail car- i 


riei's collectively have 
been 
given j 


contracts upon the basis of more than , 
twice as much space as was actual- j 
ly : needed or us-jd. 'In sundry in- ; 
stances this was done by a change of I 
the terms actually advertised. If pay- j 
ment had been made for the service 
actually rendered the cost would have 
been about 40 per cent of the 
above 


amount. Excess payments, during this 
period aggregate, therefore, the sum 
of about §46.850.000. 


"My investigation, based on the rec- 


ords, book* papers, contracts and doc- 
uments in trie department, or intro- 
duced before your committee, or tak- 
en from the files of Mr, MacCrack- 


shows that every corporation whose 


contract* I annulled, or its predecess- 
or its subsidiary corporation, had rep- 
resentatives in the Conferences here- 
inbefore mentioned, vvhcih. I am con- 
vinced was contrary to law. 


"It is incontrovertible that the 1930 


meeting war held, thlat it was con- 
lined to those who subsequently ob- 
tained the contracts, thtat the pro- 
vision of law calling for competition 
in bidding was not carried out, and 
tthat all the present domestic air mail 
carriers secured contracts based on 
conspiracy or collusion, with lh,o pos- 
sible exception of the National Parks 
Airways, which will be given further 
consideration. 


"Administraticfe offices of the Unit- 


ed States have authority and it is 
their duty to annul any contracts pro- 
cUred illegally or by fraud. 
The act 


of June 8, 1872, provides. 


" 'No contract for carrying the mail 


shall be made with any person who 
has entered or proposed to enter, in. 
to any combination to prevent the 
making of any bid for carrying the 
.mail; or who has made any agree- 
ment, or given Or performed, or prom- 
ised to give or perform, any consid- 
eration whatever to induce any other 
person not to bid for any such con- 
tracj; and if any person so offend- 
ing is a contractor for carrying the 
main, his contract may be annulled; 
and for the first offense the person 
so offending shall be disqualified to 
contract for carrying the mail for five 
years, and for the second offense 
shall be forever disqualified.' (39 U. S. 
code 432; R. S. Sec. 93SO; act of June 
1 T2, C. 335).

He said his diagnosis was reached 


by Dr. Kennedy's statement that he 
had been given a poison highball by 
his woman associate, Dr. Dean, by 
symptoms of the case and by the 
autopsy. 


He testified that Dr. Kennedy's mind 


was sound when he made the dying 
statement that Dr. Dean had poisoned 
him. 


Dr. Hand said he was present when 


the body was exhumed and examin- 
ed in a Jackson undertaking estab- 
lishment. He said he removed both 
kidneys, 
part 
of the stomach, the 


spleen and the liver. 


The organs, he said were placed in 


a quart can and sent to his cousin of 
the same name, Dr. W. F. Hand, who 
is the state chemist. 


At the morning session, Dr. Hand 


told the jury of Dr. Kennedy's dying 
statement in almost the same words 
as two previous witnesses. He said 
Dr. Kennedy's mind was sound at the 
time of the statement and that the 
physician knew he could not recover 
at the time he made the statement. 


Reading from notes, which he said 


Fie had made after obtaining the case 
history from Dr. Kennedy, the physi- 
cian witness said that Dr. Kennedy 
had taken two dinks "and._a third one 
diluted" -ith "a lady, Dr. Dean." The 
notes further said Kennedy had de- 
tected "a metalic taste like an astris- 
gent in the last drink and later had 
tried to rid himself of the drinks." 


Before Dr. Kennedy came to the 


hospital, Dr. Hand said he had been 
treated for five days for ptomaine 
poisoning by another physician. 


On cross examination by J. J. Bre- 


land, defense attorney, Dr. Hand tes- 
tified that the percentage of fatal 
poison cases receiving immediate at- 
tention were small.

knew within five minutes that you 
had 
taken 
bichloride of mercury?"
